Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Hudspeth (US Pat. 
676) discloses a system n which the opening of a deadbolt lock is monitored and will initiate an 
alarm upon the system being activated by a remote transmitter. A light switch 40 may be 
connected to the deadbolt system 10 such that one or more interior or exterior lights 44 can be 
illuminated for a period of time upon locking or unlocking the deadbolt (col. 3, lines 48-67; col. 
5, lines 10-25). However, neither of the above references disclose in their entirety or in 
combination the claimed electronic security system comprising a transmitter positionable within 
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a dead bolt housing of an existing door assembly, the transmitter being engaged when a dead bolt 
is positioned within the dead bolt housing in a locked orientation, the transmitter emitting a 
signal once the dead bolt is removed from the dead bolt housing, the transmitter including an 
activation switch in communication therewith, the activation switch being positionable adjacent 
to the existing door assembly.
